Huge Snow Storm Sweeps Across 
Eastern Part Of Great Plains 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The season's first full-blown 
«now storm, «weeping east/ward 
across the Great Plains, ham­ 
mered wide areas of the Mid­ 
west today. 
A blanket of snow and ice 
covered many sections of the 
eastern plains and upper Mis­ 
sissippi Valley—up to a foot 
in some places. 
The late No­ 
vember storm, erupting after 
a week or more of fairly mild 
w eather, hit hardest from, the 
Dakotas eastward into western 
lower Michigan. 


Gale 
winds 
whipped 
the 
snow into huge drifts in some 
areas. 
Traffic was curtailed, 
with roads blocked in some 
sections. 
Visibility was cut to 
zero in Grand Forks. N. D., by 
snow driven by winds of 63 
m. p h. 
Blizzard 
conditions 
were reported in sections of 
the Dakotas and Minnesota. 
Power and 
communication 


lines were disrupted. Schools 
were closed in some northern 
Midwest areas. Gale warnings 
were posted for all the Great 
Lakes. 
Traffic in some cities 
hit by snow and sleet was 
bumper-to-bumper for miles. 
T e m p e r a t u r e s dropped 
sharply as the stiff winds fan­ 
ned arctic air across the mid- 
continent. The icy winds drop­ 
ped the mercury to far below 
zero in parts of the Rockies 
and sent tem peratures plung­ 
ing over most areas eastward 
through the Mississippi Valley 
and southward to Texas^- 
Readings ranged from 14 be­ 
low zero in Havre, Mont., and 
minus 15 in Fraser, Colo., to 
the teens in the northern and 
central Plains and the upper 
Mississippi Valley. They were 
in the 20s and 30s in most 
other parts of the cold belt. 
The storm headed northeast­ 
ward. 
w i t h 
indications 
of 
showers and rain spreading in­ 


to the Atlantic states as the 
colder air moves in. 
About a foot of snow cov­ 
ered the ground in Duluth 
Minn., which with nearby Su­ 
perior, 
Wis., reported 
wind 
gusts up to 72 m.p.h. 
Huge 
waves battered the h a r b o r 
area of the twin ports and the 
north shore of Lake Superior 
Water swirled knee-deep in­ 
to the streets of Grand Mar- 
ais, some 100 miles north of 
along the shoreline from Du­ 
luth. 
Waves whipped as high 
as 40 feet when they hit sea­ 
walls. battered the lake's north 
shore from Duluth to the Can­ 
adian border. 


At least six deaths were at­ 
tributed to the stormy weather 
In other parts of the coun­ 
try, temperatures ranged from 
the 30s and 40s in New' Eng 
land to the 50s and 60s with 
a few 70-degree marks along 
the Gulf in Florida.

Drunk Driving 
Test Standard 
Urged By AMA 


WASHINGTON <#—High of­ 
ficials of the American Medical 
Assn. today urged a drastic 
tightening of chemistry stand­ 
ards by which many states seek 
to establish guilt of drunken­ 
ness of drunken driving. 
One of the AMA’s experts on 
alcoholism said that If the rec­ 
ommendation is written into 
state laws, a person could be 
declared 
legally 
drunk 
by 
chemical 
tests 
alone— ruling 
out any counter argument by a 
defense lawyer. 
FROM TRUSTEES 
The recommendation came 
from the AMA’s Board of Trus­ 
tees. The policy-making House 
of Delegates will consider It 
tomorrow. 
The trustees’ recommenda­ 
tion, based on studies by two 
AMA committees, is that states 
using chemical tests of blood or 
breath 
for 
alcohol 
content 
make these changes in their 
statutes: 
1. Lower by one-third the 
level of alcohol concentration 
on which a person can be legal­ 
ly presumed to be under the 
influence of intoxicants. Spe­ 
cifically, the change would be 
from 0.15 per cent to 0.10 per 
cent. The AMA itself first rec­ 
ommended the 0.15 per cent 
level more than 20 years ago. 
CHANGE WORDING 
2. Change the wording of 
statutes so that the word ‘‘in­ 
toxication would be substituted 
for the present “under the in­ 
fluence.” 
Dr. Marvin A. Block of Buf­ 
falo, N.Y., chairman of the 
AMA’s committee on aleholism. 
was asked by a reporter to ex­ 
plain the significance of the 
proposal. 
“This means that not only 
would we have a stricter cri­ 
terion,, but we’d also have real 
teeth in the drunkenness stat­ 
utes for the first time,” he re­ 
plied. 
“The present phrasing—‘un­ 
der the influence’—is a very 
vague term which depends on 
someone's judgment. 
NO EVIDENCE 
“Under the new recommen­ 
dation, the chemical level of 
alcohol in the blood or the 
breath would be enough, to con­ 
vict a man of intoxication. The 
court wouldn’t need any more 
evidence.” 
Contending that the 0.10 per 
cent level is a fair one. Dr. 
Block said: “People who carry 
that percentage of alcohol in 
their blood have their faculties 
affected. Their reflexes are 
slowed, their judgment impair­ 
ed, their inhibitions lowered. 
“And 
this 
is 
true 
even 
though some people—due to 
differences in tolerance to al­ 
cohol—would appear not to be 
drunk 
under 
such 
circum­ 
stances.”

Eichmann Has "No Regrets/ 
Magazine Article Says

NEW YORK (UPD — Adolf 
Eichmann, the Nazi accused of 
sending millions of Jews to 
their death in World War II, 
was quoted today as saying he 
had absolutely no regrets. 
“I must say that I regret 
nothing,” Eichmann said in a 
by-lined article in the current 
Life magazine. 
“I will not humble myself 
or repent in any way. I could 
do it too cheaply in today’s cli- ¡ 
mate of opinion ... no, I must: 
say truthfully that if we had 
killed all the 10 million Jews 
t ha t Himmler's statisticians 
originally listed in 1933, I 
would say ‘Good, we have de­ 
stroyed an enemy.’ ” 
This quotation from Eich- 
mann’s memoirs, which Life 
said he dictated to a German 
newsman before his capture by 
Israeli agents in Buenos Aires 
last May 12, is from the second

Eichmann also admitted that 
“to teach our opponents a les­ 
son,” he personally ordered the 
infamous death march of thou­ 
sands of Jews from Budapest 
to the German border toward 
the end of World War II. 
He said Allied bombings had 
torn up the Budapest-Vienna 
railroad track, and no trains 
carrying Jews for the annihila­ 
tion camps at Auschwitz could 
get through. 
Eichmann said he proposed 
the march in order to tell the 
Allies, “Look, it does you no 
good when you bomb out our 
railroads, because your Allies, 
the Jews, have to endure the 
consequences.”

Pornography, Obscenity 
Can Be Traced To Laxity 


It is likely that our state legislature 
at its upcoming session will pass some 
sort of new laws aimed at controlling 
pornography and indecent literature. 
W hether new laws are necessary 
or not seems to us to be open to seri­ 
ous question. 
But the “heat is on" and that usu­ 
ally means legislators must vote for 
stricter controls or take the conse­ 
quence from pressure groups. 
The heat is on because in some 
communities of the state there has 
been a laxity in dealing with pornog­ 
raphy and obscene literature. 
The first laxity is among the citi­ 
zenry. Some parents do not properly 
supervise the time and reading material 
of their youngsters. 
This can and should be done, of 
course, regardless of whether there are 
any anti-pornography or anti-obscenity 
laws or not. 
There is also the matter of respon­ 
sible adults “looking the other way.” 
W hen your fraternal group considered 
planning a “smoker" with a “girlie 
show” or a “dirty movie,” did you stand 
up and speak out against it? If you 
didn't, your laxity contributed. 
Individual purveyors of books and 
magazines, etc., also can register their 
strong objections with suppliers. This 
approach has been most effective in 
some communities we can name. 
There are many other ways that 
citizen laxity shows itself. But we will 
not labor the idea further here, today. 
There is also laxity in law enforce-

But when this laxity makes itself 
felt, as it has in some areas of Califor­ 
nia, the citizenry becomes aroused and 
demands action. 
Now the action demanded is in the 
form of corrective laws. Lax law en­ 
forcement 
officers 
support this, 
of 
course, since it would make it much 
easier for them to get convictions. 
That may be fine when they are 
dealing with crooks, but it doesn’t pro­ 
tect law abiding citizens who may be 
wrongly accused. 
If we are to have an overhaul of 
anti - pornography and anti - obscenity 
laws, let us make sure that the neces­ 
sary and fundamental rights of free 
speech, free press and presumption of 
innocence for the accused— as guaran­ 
teed in our Bill of Rights — are not 
jeopardized.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — A 
lot of changes in the state 
welfare code in connection 
with the program to aid needy 
children, can. be expected dur­ 
ing the 1961 session of the 
legislature. W h e t h e r the 
changes inure to the benefit 
of the California taxpayer or 
not, remains to be seen. 
The California Taxpayers 
.Association, hopes so and, to 
this end, has suggested seven 
points to the Senate Fact 
Finding Committee on Labor 
and Welfare, headed by Sen. 
James A. Cobey, (D-Merced). 
The committee has held sev­ 
eral hearings on problems of 
aid to needy children, and is 
nearly ready to make some 
recommendations. 
The Taxpayers Assn., ap­ 
parently distrustful, of the 
State Deaprtment of Social 
Welfare. It suggests as one 
of its recommendations that 
“in any legislation which may 
be enacted, California Tax­ 
payers’ Association suggests 
that it be written in such, a 
manner that it will not be 
open to interpretation by the 
State Board of Social Welfare. 
We make this statement be­ 
cause we strongly feel that if 
the intent of the legislature 
is to be carried out, it is Im­ 
perative that there be no loop­ 
holes in the legislative direc­ 
tion set forth by the legis­ 
lature.” 


THIS IS NOT the first time 
fear has been expressed that 
the 
interpretations 
of 
bu­ 
reaucracy would deviate from 
the intent of the state legis­ 
lature. 
A prime example of a bu­ 
reaucratic swerve from the 
intent of the legislature oc­ 
curred in the instance of the 
unemployment insurance pro­ 
gram, adopted in 1935. When

the State Department of Em­ 
ployment started paying in­ 
surance, the rules of the com­ 
mission had an entirely dif­ 
ferent application from the 
intent of the legislature. 
In adopting the program, 
the legislature expressed its 
intent to pay insurance to 
people who were out of work 
through no fault of their own. 
The department, aided and 
abetted by federal social se­ 
curity bureaucrats, who dic­ 
tated the rules, proceeded to 
pay everyone it could pay, in­ 
cluding many who were un­ 
employed through fault of 
their own, and has followed 
the bureaucratic policy ever 
since. 


IF LAWS WERE written to 
cover all contingencies, rather 
than giving bureaucrats a 
blank check on the state trea­ 
sury, a sum of money would 
be saved for the taxpayers,. 
Not only would money be sav­ 
ed, but programs which are 
necessary’ in modern economic 
life would be spared ignominy 
and disrepute. 
Obviously, the legislature 
cannot anticipate every detail 
of administration that might 
come up under any state pro­ 
gram. 
But the legislature could, 
through careful composition 
of the bills it adopts, at least 
put a brake on the activities 
of the state’s bureaucrats.

WASHINGTON — The best 
intelligence from Cuba sug­ 
gests two opposite trends. One 
is that the anti-Castro forces 
are becoming formidable. The 
other is that the Castro dic­ 
tatorship is more strongly en­ 
trenched than ever. 
These reports may not be 
inconsistent. Putting together 
all the pieces of information, 
here is what emerges: 
1—The forces opposing the 
dictatorship are gaining in 
size and strength. 
2—This is tending to tight­ 
en Communist control of Cuba 
by removing from, the Castro 
government all of the anti­ 
communist, 
pro - democratic 
elements. Fear of revolt has 
also caused Castro to take 
new defensive measures. 
3—But the l o n g - r a n g e 
trend can still be on the side 
of Castro’s overthrow. The 
more visibly Communist and 
the more visibly repressive 
the regime becomes, the more 
evident to the Cuban people 
that Castro has deserted the 
ideals of the anti-Batista revo­ 
lution. 
The fact is that some U. S. 
officials 
and 
also 
private 
sources with lines of com­ 
munication. from Havana, are 
now saying that “the currents 
of power are at long last turn­ 
ing against Fidel Castro” and 
that 'Latin American observ­ 
ers now profess “to see the 
beginning of the end for the 
revolutionary leader.” 


MY OWN JUDGMENT is 
that the Cuban regime is at 
its middle stage. Most of its 
faithful follower» who fought 
for a democratic Cuba have 
quit their posts. It has be­ 
come a lean and naked dic­ 
tatorship, completely control­ 
led by pro-Communists who 
are digging in for a fierce 
fight against all. opposition. 
These men will not be over­ 
thrown 
easily 
or 
quickly. 
They will not be caught nap­ 
ping like Balista who ignored 
the clear signs of growing 
rebel power. 
But Castro’s overthrow is 
attainable and events now 
point toward that ultimate 
end. 
The activities of the anti- 
Castro guerrillas ara mount­ 


ing. The rebel forces in the 
Escambray mountains, which 
numbered fewer than 300 a 
few months ago, have now 
growm to about 2.000 despite 
the best efforts of the Castro 
militiamen. 
Simultaneously 
defectors from the regular 
army have established them­ 
selves 
in 
the 
hills 
along 
Cuba’s w egem tip and are 
in open rebellion. 
The ranks of the anti-Cas­ 
tro rebels are primarily filled 
by those wrho earlier fought 
with Castro in the hope of 
achieving a real Cuban de­ 
mocracy. They are not ex­ 
ploiters; they are not enemies 
of Cuban democracy; but they 
don’t want to see one dictator­ 
ship replaced by another and 
are not afraid to fight again 
-—as long as necessary. 
What needs to be under­ 
stood is that this is a period 
of build-up for the rebels. 
They are not ready to coun­ 
ter-attack. What is encourag­ 
ing is that they are apparent­ 
ly too strong to be snuffed out 
by Castro. But the time is 
not yet at hand, either po­ 
litically 
or 
militarily, 
for 
them to move. 


THAT TIME WILL not come 
until there is closer contact 
between the anti-Castro Cu­ 
bans outside of Cuba and the 
anti-Castro Cubans in Cuba. 
Here there is a new develop­ 
ment. Up to now* these groups 
have been unable to unite un­ 
der agreed leadership. But re­ 
cently the fragmented groups 
comprising the Cuban exile 
movement in the U. S. have 
put aside 
differences 
and 
agreed to support Antonio 
Varona, a 51-year-old former 
premier under President Car­ 
los Socarras and a veteran, of 
35 years of Cuban politics. He 
is considered to have the best 
chance of uniting' the fad,ion- 
rid den groups in exile. 
These forces have proved 
that they are not anti-revolu­ 
tion, but disillusioned by Cas­ 
tro. They are aided by defec­ 
tions in the Castro army and 
by 
the 
economic 
distress, 
which is. not being much, re­ 
lieved by the hard bargains 
of the Soviets. Combustion 
inside Cuba is not in sight but 
it is in the making.

Sea-Going Air Force Crew is Always 
Ready To Search For Downed Airman

The squawk of a horn in a 
far corner of Hamilton A i r 
Force Base sends men dashing 
for helmets, life preservers and 
boats. 
They are members of the 
sea-going Air Force, 12 men 
who once were in the Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard 
or Merchant Marine. 
Now, 24 hours a day, they 
are ready to dash to a boat and 
roar out onto San Pablo Bay to 
aid a downed airman. 
But the men admit about 
93 per cent of their work is 
rescuing civilians—from fish­ 
ing boats, duck blinds, down­ 
ed civilian planes. “It's good 
practice,” they say. 
The men are members of the 


base rescue section, which can 
send out boats, helicopters and 
para-medics to save lives. 
The unwieldy looking res­ 
cue boats are specially made, 
shallow-draft vessels which 
actually 
move faster over 
silty mud than in water. The 
old work horse of the rescue 
.section hits up to 13 miles an 
hour. A shiny new fibre glass 
boat can make 35 miles an 
hour. 
Each is powered by a light 
plane engine mounted topside, 
and steered by a giant “tail” 
above water. The new- boat is 
driven by a bomber propeller 
whipping through the air: the 
smaller boat has a light plane 
propeller. 
The boats can whip out to 
rescue airmen or civilians on 


San Pablo Bay and can be 
hoisted on trailers and pulled 
to emergency areas, such as 
the Guerneyville flood area 
in 1955 when airmen rescued 
householders. 
The toughest rescue opera­ 
tion in recent years was in 
March when airmen went to sea 
for 37 hours in windblown, cold 
choppy water, hunting for two 
flyers down in a T-33 training 
jet. 
Only 
the 
bodies 
were 
found. 
But the record through the 
years shows 60 to 75 persons 
saved from sure death and 
more saved from discomfort 
or injury. 
The Hamilton boat section 
is the only one left in the 
Air Force. Others lav e been 
turned to missile recovery 


work, with rescue taken over 
by coast guard and navy. 
But at Hamilton, the runway 
approach stretches out over 
San Pablo Bay, Non-air force 
rescue units are too far away 
for the split-second dash need­ 
ed in an emergency. So the men 
sit in the “shack” at the corner 
of the field, with planes lam­ 
ming by overhead, hoping no 
one has to hit the water. 
The shack sits right on the 
water, on a channel through 
the mud flats. Operations are 
directed by T/Sgt. E m e r y 
Kendall, non - commissioned 
officer in charge, and S/Sgt. 
Donald Franklin.

and plenty of breathing room. 
In 78.3 square miles of the 
area, there has already been 
a jum p from a 1950 figure of 
619 persons per square mile to 
one of 1,043 at the end of the 
present year. But the year 
2020 is expected to see this at 
4.383 inhabitants per squire 
mile. 
In San Francisco a present 
density of 17,783 persons to 
the square mile will have gone 
up, its figured, at a far slower 
rate yet reaching 22,831 to the 
square mile 60 years hence. 
North Marin is to rise more 
slowly, from 144 to the square 
mile now to 1,225 in 2020. The 
southern area is expected to 
reach 2,164 per square mile 
from a present 532. 
In West Marin, Tamales 
area is expected to go from 
a present mere 14 to the 
square mile to 334 in 2020— 
about one-third of the pres»' 
ent figure for Central Marin. 
North Bay counties are ex­ 
pected over-all to rise from 
half a million population now 
to 1,400.000 by 1990, and to 
3.700.000 by 2020. It s thought 
that by 2020, 26 per cent of the 
total Bay Area population will 
live in the North Bay area, as 
compared with 14 per cent now 
and 19 per cent in 1990—with 
an over-all density of 100 to 
the square mile now\ 400 in 
1990 and 1,000 in 2020. 
“ Southern Marin County,” 
says the study, “is most ac­ 
cessible to the Bay Area’s 
economic core. Because of 
this, and its physical attrac­ 
tiveness, southern Marin has 
virtually become a dormitory 
for San Francisco. If local in­ 
terests 
are 
successful 
in 
their purpose, the present 
character 
o f 
development 
will be maintained indefi­ 
nitely. 
“By reason of this county’s 
location, Marin’s future growth 
should continue to be closely 
related 
to 
developments 
in 
nearby areas of South Bay 
counties,” . . . 
“For a considerable part of 
the study period, the character 
of this growth is likely to be 
predominately, but not exclu­ 
sively, suburban.”

Can Help Children Raise Grades

them. They can improve their 
standing. 
Here are some tried and true 
suggestions:

They 
should study math at the same 
time each day, history at the 
same time and so on. They re ­ 
member best that way. Don’t 
let them fall behind.

“ C” pupils spent almost twice 
as much time in front of the 
TV as “A” pupils. Most of the 
“C” kids started their home­ 
work only after their favorite 
programs were over. “A” stu­ 
dents studied first. 


Cars: Car ownership hurts 
grades. If your son has a car 
his grades probably are bad. 
Store his car, and they’ll go up. 
It is best not to let a boy or 
girl get a car until after grad­ 
uation.

SACRAMENTO (AP) 
the relatively short span of 30 
years California government 
has become, in a word, gigan­ 
tic..Back, at the beginning of the 
great depression, the state had 
five million residents. Today 
it has 15 million. 
Bn! as huge an increase as 
this represents — a three-fold 
growth of 200 per cent — the 
growth in the state’s govern­ 
ment has been even greater. 
600 PER CENT 
The number of state employ­ 
ees has jumped not 200 per 
cent, but around 600 per cent 
—from 17,000 to 115.000. 
And the cost of running the 
government has skyrocketed 
by something like 1,700 per 
cent — from 125 million dol­ 
lars a. year to well over two 
billion. 
That means that the cost of 
state government alone has 
risen from an average per cap­ 
ita levy of $25 to $148 a year 
for every man, woman and 
child in the state. 
Inflation, of course, is one 
reason for the disproportion- 
ment growth in California’s 
government during the past 
three decades. Today’s dollar 
hardly resembles the dollar of 
1930. 
MAIN REASON 
But the principal reason for 
the growth is that people to­ 
day demand more from, their 
government, and the state is 
giving it to them. 
In addition to a vast, freeway 
system, California has begun 
these services in the last 30 
years: 
U nemployment i n.sura nee. al­ 
coholic beverage control, var­ 
ious forms of recreation facili­ 
ties. disaster assistance, fair 
employment practices enforce­ 
ment, licensing of various bus­ 
inesses and professions, assist­ 
ance to children and the aged, 
smog control—and others.

San Rafael’s newly organized 
baroque orchestra will launch 
its inti tal concert series Sun­ 
day at 7:30 p.m. in Angelico 
Hall of Dominican College 
with a program of Christmas 
music of the baroque area. 
Presented by the San Rafael 
Recreation Department in as­ 
sociation with the Symphony 
Guild of Marin and the 
Dominican music department, 
the series of four concerts is 
under direction of H u g o 
Rinaldi, director of music for 
San Rafael schools and direc­ 
tor of the Symphony Guild’s 
Youth Orchestra. 
Rinaldi, who did research for 
an. advanced degree at Stan­ 
ford University on the-baroque 
period (later 16th through the 
early 18th century), organized 
the program in conjunction 
with Joseph Redoto. recreation 
department director. 
“We felt that a very im­

LAMONT, Alta., Canada W 
— A freight train ripped into 
a school bus at a crossing here 
today, killing 15 or more high 
school students. Twenty-eight 
others were injured, hospital 
authorities reported.

These occurred in 
the cities of Maracay, Barquis- 
imeto, La Guaira and Ciudad 
Bolivar, among others. Several 
persons were arrested in Bar- 
quisimeto. 
It was “business as usual” in 
Caracas this morning, although

and universities 
continued dosed. The govern­ 
ment 
shut 
down 
the 
high 
schools earlier in the wfeek to 
prevent teen-agers from being 
used by professional agitators. 
Subsequently, university stu­ 
dents went on a “solidarity” 
strike with the high school stu­ 
dents. 
President Romulo Betancourt 
yesterday proclaimed a state 
of siege and called out the 
army to restore order yester­ 
day. He did not impose censor­ 
ship, however, although politi­ 
cal broadcasts were suspended.

He was taken 
into custody as he left his job 
as a New York state physician 
at Rockland State Hospital in 
suburban Orangeburg, N.Y. 


OTHERS IN RING 
An indictment handed up by 
a New York federal grand jury 
this morning accused Soble, 60, 
of conspiring with a ring that 
included Beria, who was exe­ 
cuted in 1953; former Soviet 
diplomats in New York and 
Washington, and a late mem­ 
ber of the wartime Office of 
Strategic Services (OSS). 
FBI officials here said the 
charges 
against 
Soble 
went 
back as far as World War II 
when the OSS controlled U.S. 
intelligence 
operations 
“but 
more recent matters were con­ 
nected.” 


BROTHER IN PRISON 
Soble is the brother of con­ 
victed Sovie„ spy Jack Soble, 
who 
is 
serving a seven-year 
prison term. Jack Soble’s wdfe, 
Myra, and Jacob Albam were 
arrested with Jack in 1957 on 
charges of transmitting U.S. de­ 
fense secrets to russia. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver said Soble was “a member 
of a 
Soviet espionage 
ring 
which sought to obtain infor­ 
mation connected with the na- 
tional defense of the United 
States. 
“Information obtained was 
to be furnished to the Soviet 
Union,” Hoover stated.

Population Of More Than 300,000 
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(This is the second of five 
stories digesting the volumi­ 
nous report of the Army 
Corps of Engineers on the 
Bay Area's future, as it af­ 
fects Marin.)

To residents of and near 
present-day San Rafael, it may 
j come as a shock to envision the 
population of their middle Ma­ 
rin area as 343,000. 


But that is the projection for 
! the year 2020 by U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Commerce experts in 
I its new book based on Army 
Corps 
of 
Engineers 
studies. 
“Future Development of the 
San Francisco Bay Area 1960- 
2020.” 


Sixty years hence, San Ra­ 
fael area is expected, as to­ 
day, to be the most populous 
city in a Marin C ounty by 
then numbering 790,000 per­ 
sons. Novato is expected to 
be running second with 218,- 
000, w h i c h 
may 
be set 
against a present population 


of 152,000 for the whole of 
Marin County. 


The experts project popula­ 
tion, along with economic de­ 
velopment, 
in 
two 
3 0 -year 
c y c l e s 
over the 
next six 
decades. But they have worked 
out 
figures 
to 
approximate 
growth in 10-year periods. 
Their figures for the county 
and for its four divisions read 
thus for 1960: Marin 152,000; 
Novato 26,000 (which means 
North Marin); San Rafael or 
Central Marin 82,000; Sausa- 
lito or South Marin 41,000, and 
Tomales or West Marin 3.000. 
For 1970 the figures, simi­ 
larly employing city names to 
represent whole areas rather 
than municipalities, are given 
as 181.000 for the whole coun­ 
ty, made up of: Novato, 41,000; 
San Rafael, 89.000; Sausalito. 
48.000; Tomales unchanged at 
3,000. 


But in the third decade 
major advances occur: all

Huge Snow Storm Sweeps Across 


Eastern Part Of Great Plains

The season's first full-blown 
snow storm, sweeping eastward 
across the Great Plains, ham­ 
mered wide areas of the Mid­ 
west today. 
A blanket of snow and ice 
covered many sections of the 
eastern plains and upper Mis­ 
sissippi Valley—up to a foot 
in some places. 
The late No­ 
vember storm, erupting after 
a week or more of fairly mild 
weather, hit hardest from the 
Dakotas eastward into western 
lower Michigan. 


Gale 
winds 
whipped 
the 
snow into huge drifts in some 
areas. 
Traffic was curtailed, 
with roads blocked in some 
sections. 
Visibility was cut to 
zero in Grand Forks, N. D., by 
snow driven by winds of 63 
m. p .h. 
Blizzard 
conditions 
were reported in sections of 
the Dakotas and Minnesota. 
Power and communication 


lines were disrupted. Schools 
were closed in some northern 
Midwest areas. Gale warnings 
were posted for all the Great 
Lakes. 
Traffic in some cities 


to the Atlantic states as the 
colder air moves in. 
About a foot of snow cov­ 
ered the ground in Duluth, 
Minn., which with nearby Su- 
hit by snow and sleet was perior, 
Wis., reported wind 
bumper-to-bumper for miles. 
T e m p e r a t u r e s dropped 
sharply as the stiff winds fan­ 
ned arctic air across the mid­ 
continent. The icy winds drop­ 
ped the mercury to far below 
zero in parts of the Rockies 
and sent temperatures plung­ 
ing over most areas eastward 
through the Mississippi Valley 
and southward to Texas^_ 
Readings ranged from 14 be­ 
low zero in Havre, Mont., and 
minus 15 in Fraser, Colo., to 
the teens in the northern and 
central Plains and the upper 
Mississippi Valley. They were 
in the 20s and 30s in most 
other parts of the cold belt. 
The storm headed northeast- 


gusts up to 72 m.p.h. 
Huge 
waves battered the h a r b o r 
area of the twin ports and the 
north shore of Lake Superior. 
Water swirled knee-deep in­ 
to the streets of Grand Mar- 
ais, some 100 miles north of 
along the shoreline from Du­ 
luth. 
Waves whipped as high 
as 40 feet when they hit sea­ 
walls. battered the lakers north 
shore from Duluth to the Can­ 
adian border.

Drunk Driving 
Test Standard 
Urged By AMA 


WASHINGTON 
High of­ 
ficials of the American Medical 
Assn. today urged a drastic 
tightening of chemistry stand­ 
ards by which many states seek 
to establish guilt of drunken­ 
ness of drunken driving. 
One of the AMA's experts on 
alcoholism said that if the rec­ 
ommendation is written into 
state laws, a person could be 
declared 
legally 
drunk 
by 
chemical 
tests alone—ruling 
out any counter argument by a 
defense lawyer. 
FROM TRUSTEES 
The recommendation came 
from the AMA’s Board of Trus­ 
tees. The policy-making House 
of Delegates will consider it 
tomorrow. 
The trustees’ recommenda­ 
tion, based on studies by two 
AMA committees, is that states 
using chemical tests of blood o r, 
breath 
for 
alcohol 
content 
make these changes in their 
statutes: 
1. Lower by one-third the 
level of alcohol concentration 
on which a person can be legal-, 
ly presumed to be under the 
influence of intoxicants. Spe-i 
cifically, the change would be 
from 0.15 per cent to 0.10 per; 
cent. The AMA itself first rec­ 
ommended the 0.15 per cent 
level more than 20 years ago. 
CHANGE WORDING 
2. Change the wording of 
statutes so that the word ‘‘in­ 
toxication would be substituted 
for the present “under the in­ 
fluence.” 
Dr. Marvin A. Block of Buf­ 
falo, N.Y., chairman of the 
AMA’s committee on alcholism, 
was asked by a reporter to ex­ 
plain the significance of the 
proposal. 
“This means that not only 
would we have a stricter cri­ 
terion, but we’d also have real 
teeth in the drunkenness stat­ 
utes for the first time,” he re­ 
plied. 
“The present phrasing—‘un­ 
der the influence'—is a very 
vague term which depends on 
someone’s judgment. 
NO EVIDENCE 
“Under the new recommen­ 
dation. the chemical level of 
alcohol in the blood or the 
breath would be enough to con­ 
vict a man of intoxication. The 
court wouldn’t need any more 
evidence.” 
Contending that the 0.10 per 
cent level is a fair one. Dr. 
Block said: “People who carry 
that percentage of alcohol in 
their blood have their faculties 
affected. Their reflexes are 
slowed, their judgment impair­ 
ed. their inhibitions lowered. 
“And 
this 
is 
true 
even 
though some people—due to 
differences in tolerance to al­ 
cohol—would appear not to be 
drunk 
under 
such 
circum­ 
stances.”

Unfit For Plants 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)—Special­ 
ists at the University of Cali­ 
fornia are warning home own­ 
ers against using water from 
swimming 
pools 
on 
garden 
plants. 


Roy L. Branson, a soils and 
water specialist, and Marston 
H. Kimball, an ornamental hor­ 
ticulturist, report that chlor­ 
ination of pool water for a per­ 
iod of three of four months 
makes it unfit for irrigation. 


The 
regular 
addition 
of 
chlorinating chemicals to kill 
the micro-organisms in the pool 
causes a continuous buildup of 
salt in the water. Once the salt 
has formed there’s no practical 
way to get rid of it or to neu­ 
tralize its harmful effect on 
plants, the men said.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Pornography, Obscenity 
Can Be Traced To Laxity 


It is likely that our state legislature 
at its upcoming session will pass some 
sort of new laws aimed at controlling 
pornography and indecent literature.. 
Whether new laws are necessary 
or not seems to us to be open to seri­ 
ous question. 
But the “heat is on" and that usu­ 
ally means legislators must vote for 
stricter controls or take the conse­ 
quence from pressure groups. 
The heat is on because in some 
communities of the state there has 
been a laxity in dealing with pornog­ 
raphy and obscene literature. 
The first laxity is among the citi­ 
zenry. Some parents do not properly 
supervise the time and reading material 
of their youngsters. 
This can and should be done, of 
course, regardless of whether there are 
any anti-pornography or anti-obscenity 
laws or not. 
There is also the matter of respon­ 
sible adults “looking the other way.” 
When your fraternal group considered 
planning a “smoker” with a “girlie 
show” or a “dirty movie,” did you stand 
up and speak out against it? If you 
didn’t, your laxity contributed. 
Individual purveyors of books and 
magazines, etc., also can register their 
strong objections with suppliers. This 
approach has been most effective in 
some communities we can name. 
There are many other ways that 
citizen laxity shows itself. But we will 
not labor the idea further here, today. 
There is also laxity in law enforce-

ment in some communities. When a 
guilty person is presumed innocent, 
and when free speech and press are 
involved, it isn't easy to get offenders 
convicted, without strong proof.

This unques­ 
tionably is one reason that we have not 
been plagued with pornography and 
obscene literature like some other com­ 
munities have.) 
But when this laxity makes itself 
felt, as it has in some areas of Califor­ 
nia, the citizenry becomes aroused and 
demands action. 
Now the action demanded is in the 
form of corrective laws. Lax law en­ 
forcement officers support this, 
of 
course, since it would make it much 
easier for them to get convictions. 
That may be fine when they are 
dealing with crooks, but it doesn’t pro­ 
tect law abiding citizens who may be 
wrongly accused. 
If we are to have an overhaul of 
anti - pornography an d anti - obscenity 
laws, let us make sure that the neces­ 
sary and fundamental rights of free 
speech, free press and presumption of 
innocence for the accused—as guaran­ 
teed in our Bill of Rights — are not 
jeopardized.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — A 
lot of changes in the state 
welfare code in connection 
with the program to aid needy 
children can be expected dur­ 
ing the 1961 session of the 
legislature. W h e t h e r the 
changes inure to the benefit 
of the California taxpayer or 
not, remains to be seen. 
The California Taxpayers 
Association hopes so and, to 
this end, has suggested seven 
points to the Senate Fact 
Finding Committee on Labor 
and Welfare, headed by Sen. 
James A. Cobey, (D-Merced). 
The committee has held sev­ 
eral hearings on problems of 
aid to needy children, and is 
nearly ready to make some 
recommendations. 
The Taxpayers Assn., ap­ 
parently distrustful of the 
State Deaprtment of Social 
Welfare. It suggests as one 
of its recommendations that 
“in any legislation which may 
be enacted, California Tax­ 
payers’ Association suggests 
that it be written in such a 
manner that it will not be 
open to interpretation by the 
State Board of Social Welfare. 
We make this statement be­ 
cause we strongly'feel that if 
the intent of the legislature 
is to be carried out, it is im­ 
perative that there be no loop­ 
holes in the legislative direc­ 
tion set forth by the legis­ 
lature.” 


THIS IS NOT the first time 
fear has been expressed that 
the 
interpretations 
of 
bu­ 
reaucracy would deviate from 
the intent of the state legis­ 
lature. 
A prime example of a bu­ 
reaucratic swerve from the 
intent of the legislature oc­ 
curred in the instance of the 
unemployment insurance pro­ 
gram, adopted in 1935. When 


the State Department of Em­ 
ployment started paying in­ 
surance, the rules of the com­ 
mission had an entirely dif­ 
ferent application from the 
intent of the legislature. 
In adopting the program, 
the legislature expressed its 
intent to pay insurance to 
people who were out of work 
through no fault of their own. 
The department, aided and 
abetted by federal social se­ 
curity bureaucrats, who dic­ 
tated the rules, proceeded to 
pay everyone it could pay, in­ 
cluding many who were un­ 
employed through fault of 
their own, and has followed 
the bureaucratic policy ever 
since. 


IF LAWS WERE written to 
cover all contingencies, rather 
than 
giving 
bureaucrats 
a 
blank check on the state trea­ 
sury’, a sum of money would 
be saved for the taxpayers. 
Not only would money be sav­ 
ed, but programs w’hich are 
necessary in modern economic 
life would be spared ignominy 
and disrepute. 
Obviously, the legislature 
cannot anticipate every detail 
of administration that might 
come up under any state pro­ 
gram. 
But the legislature could, 
through careful composition 
of the bills it adopts, at least 
put a brake on the activities 
of the state’s bureaucrats.

It’s about this time of year, 
every year, that I say, “Down 
with- turkey,” and get noth­ 
ing in return but scowls and 
complaints from the other 
side of the house. 
“How can you not like tur­ 
key?” I am asked. The ques­ 
tion is just that simple. I’m 
not asked to be reasonable, 
nor am I asked why. It’s how 
not. 
The question deserves an 
answer. 
I can’t answer completely, 
but I can try. I think 1 should 
start by saying, for reasons 
buried in the past and best 
not dug up, I always cook the 
turkey in my house. That is, 
in my married house. 
In my unmarried house my 
mother or my grandmother 
cooked the turkey, and as I 
remember it was quite a 
process. 
They 
would 
have 
driven a good chef mad. It 
seems to me the w’hole proc­ 
ess took a couple of days. 
There was quite a lot of sing­ 
ing, dunking, plucking, pat­ 
ting, 
sewung, 
groping 
and 
stuffing. 
After the bird reached the 
oven it still couldn’t rest. It 
was covered with a cloth, and 
periodically the cloth was sat­ 
urated in fat. The turkey 
roasted and hissed, and fi­ 
nally the end of the bird 
would be carved and served 
and marveled over.

That ham was the break 
away from years of frustra­ 


tion. The first turkey was 
cooked with the aid of liquid 
refreshment — not for the 
turkey, for me. Everything 
went rather well. In fact, the 
turkey wras rather well done. 
The second also wras cooked 
with the aid of a bottle, the 
contents 
o f wrhich 
w e r e 
poured over the turkey, a lit­ 
tle at a time. Turned out pret­ 
ty well. It took hours and 
hours. 
And so it went, turkey af­ 
ter turkey. Something new 
and different was added to 
the process each year (or 
twice a year because usually 
Christmas meant turkey, too), 
and each year the process be­ 
came more complicated, la­ 
borious, tedious, tiresome and 
useless. It got so the only 
Turkey I liked was the coun­ 
try of the same name. 
But last week, I swear, was

WASHINGTON — The best 
intelligence from Cuba sug­ 
gests two opposite trends. One 
is that the anti-Castro forces 
are becoming formidable. The 
other is that the Castro dic­ 
tatorship is more strongly en­ 
trenched than ever. 
These reports may not be 
inconsistent. Putting together 
all the pieces of information, 
here is what emerges: 
1—The forces opposing the 
dictatorship are gaining in 
size and strength. 
2—This is tending to tight­ 
en Communist control of Cuba 
by removing from the Castro 
government all of the anti­ 
communist . 
pro - democratic 
elements. Fear of revolt has 
also caused Castro to take 
new defensive measures. 
3—But the l o n g - r a n g e 
trend can still be on the side 
of Castro’s overthrow. The 
more visibly Communist and 
the more visibly repressive 
the regime becomes, the more 
evident to the Cuban people 
that Castro has deserted the 
ideals of the anti-Batista revo­ 
lution. 
The fact is that some U. S. 
officials 
and 
also 
private 
sources with lines of com­ 
munication from Havana are 
now saying that “the currents 
of power are at long last turn­ 
ing against Fidel Castro” and 
that Latin American observ­ 
ers now profess “to see the 
beginning of the end for the 
revolutionary leader.” 


MY OWN JUDGMENT is 
that the Cuban regime is at 
its middle stage. Most of its 
faithful followers who fought 
for a democratic Cuba have 
quit their posts. It has be­ 
come a lean and naked dic­ 
tatorship, completely control­ 
led by pro-Communists who 
are digging in for a fierce 
fight against all opposition. 
These men will not be over­ 
thrown 
easily 
or 
quickly. 
They will not be caught nap­ 
ping like Batista who ignored 
the clear signs of growing 
rebel power. 
But Castro’s overthrow is 
attainable and events now 
point toward that ultimate 
end. 
The activities of the anti- 
Castro guerrillas ar® mount­ 


ing. The rebel forces In the 
Escambray mountains, w’hich 
numbered fewer than 300 a 
few months ago, have now 
grown to about 2.000 despite 
the best efforts of the Castro 
militiamen. 
Simultaneously 
defectors from the regular 
army have established them­ 
selves 
in 
the 
hills 
along 
Cuba’s w’es.tern tip and are 
in open rebellion. 
The ranks of the anti-Cas­ 
tro rebels are primarily filled 
by those who earlier fought 
with Castro in the hope of 
achieving a real Cuban de­ 
mocracy. They are not ex­ 
ploiters; they are not enemies 
of Cuban democracy; but they 
don’t want to see one dictator­ 
ship replaced by another and 
are not afraid to fight again 
—as long as necessary. 
What needs to be under­ 
stood is that this is a period 
of build-up for the rebels. 
They are not ready to coun­ 
ter-attack. What is encourag­ 
ing is that they are apparent­ 
ly too strong to be snuffed out 
by Castro. But the time is 
not yet at hand, either po­ 
litically 
or 
militarily, 
for 
them to move. 


THAT TIME WILL not come 
until there is closer contact 
between the anti-Castro Cu­ 
bans outside of Cuba and the 
anti-Castro Cubans in Cuba. 
Here there is a new develop­ 
ment. Up to now’ these groups 
have been unable to unite un­ 
der agreed leadership. But re­ 
cently the fragmented groups 
comprising the Cuban exile 
movement in the U. S. have 
put 
aside 
differences 
and 
agreed to support Antonio 
Varona, a 51-year-old former 
premier under President Car­ 
los Socarras and a veteran of 
35 years of Cuban politics. He 
is considered to have the best 
chance of uniting the faction- 
ridden groups in exile. 
These forces have proved 
that they are not anti-revolu­ 
tion, but disillusioned by Cas­ 
tro. They are aided by defec­ 
tions in the Castro army and 
by 
the 
economic 
distress 
which is not being much re­ 
lieved by the hard bargains 
of the Soviets. Combustion 
inside Cuba is not in sight but 
it is in the making.

Sea-Going Air Force Crew Is Always 
Ready To Search For Downed Airman

The squawk of a horn in a 
far corner of Hamilton A i r 
Force Base sends men dashing 
for helmets, life preservers and 
boats. 
They are members of the 
sea-going Air Force, 12 men 
who once were in the Navy, 
Marine Corps, ( oast Guard 
or Merchant Marine. 
Now, 24 hours a day, they 
are ready to dash to a boat and 
ro ar out onto San Pablo Bay to 
aid a downed airman. 
But the men admit about 
95 per cent of their work is 
rescuing civilians— from fish­ 
ing boats, duck blinds, down­ 
ed civilian planes. “It's good 
practice,” they say. 
The men are m em bers of the 


base rescue section, which can 
send out boats, helicopters and 
para-medics to save lives. 
The unwieldy looking res­ 
cue boats are specially made, 
shallow-draft vessels which 
actually 
move 
faster 
over 
silty mud than in water. The 
old work horse of the rescue 
section hits up to 15 m iles an 
hour. A shiny new fibre glass 
boat can make 35 m iles an 
hour. 
Each is powered by a lig h t; 
plane engine m ounted topside, 
and steered by a giant “tail” 
above water. The new boat is 
driven by a bom ber propeller 
whipping through the air; the 
smaller boat has a light plane 
propeller. 
The boats can whip out to 
rescue airmen or civilians on 


San Pablo Bay and can be 
hoisted on trailers and pulled 
to em ergency areas, such as 
the Guerneyville flood area 
in 1955 when airmen rescued 
householders. 
The toughest rescue opera­ 
tion in recent years was in 
March when airmen went to sea 
for 37 hours in windblown, cold 
choppy water, hunting for two 
flyers down in a T-33 training 
jet. 
Only 
the 
bodies 
w ere 
found. 
But the record through the 
years shows 60 to 75 persons 
saved from sure death and 
mo^e saved from discomfort 
or injury. 
The Hamilton boat section 
is the only one left in the 
Air Force. Others have been 
turned to missile recovery 


work, with rescue taken over 
by coast guard and navy. 
Rut at Hamilton, the runway 
approach stretches 
out 
over 
San Pablo Bay. Non-air force 
rescue units are too far away 
for the split-second dash need­ 
ed in an emergency. So the men 
sit in the “shack” at the corner 
of the field, with planes lam­ 
ming by overhead, hoping no 
one has to hit the water. 
The shack sits right on the 
water, on a channel through 
the mud flats. Operations are 
directed by T/Sgt. E m e r y 
Kendall, non - commissioned 
officer in charge, and S/Sgt. 
Donald Franklin.

Do your children get good 
grades? I hope so. Grades are 
more important than ever. 
If their grades are poor, help 
them. They can improve their 
standing.

The “credit rating” of the 
Terra Linda High School stu­ 
dent body appears to be on the 
preferred list. 
The Terra Linda students ap­ 
pear not only to be in line for 
a healthy loan from San Rafael 
High School—it is also possible 
they are due an appropriation 
of funds from their s i s t e r 
school. 
The loan, sought last week 
by the county’s newest high 
school, has been approved by 
the auditor, according to Marin 
County 
School 
Board 
Supt. 
Frank L. Lucas. “No legal ob­ 
stacle” seems to be in the way 
of such a loan, which wrould be 
repaid at about $100 a year, 
Lucas said. 
He added that since about 
220 of the Terra Linda stu­ 
dents attended San Rafael high 
last year, a share of the money 
taken in through sales of items 
to San Rafael students, athletic 
contest proceeds and other stu­ 
dent body income last year, 
was rightfully the “property” 
of the Terra Linda students. 
A check of the San Rafael 
funds, now being undertaken, 
would reveal the amount of 
the possible appropriation, he 
said. 


New Services 
Boom State 
Government 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — In 
the relatively short span of 30 
years 
California 
government 
has become, in a word, gigan­ 
tic. 
Back at the beginning of the 
great depression, the state had 
five million residents. Today 
it has 15 million. 
But as huge an increase as 
this represents — a three-fold 
growth of 200 per cent — the 
growth in the state’s govern­ 
ment has been even greater. 
600 PER CENT 
The number of state employ­ 
ees has jumped not 200 per 
cent, but around 600 per cent 
—from 17,000 to 115,000. 
And the cost of running the 
government has skyrocketed 
by something like i.700 per 
cent — from 125 million dol­ 
lars a year to w’ell over two 
billion. 
That means that the cost of 
state government alone has 
risen from an average per cap­ 
ita levy of $25 to $148 a year 
for every man, woman and 
child in the state. 
Inflation, of course, is one 
reason for the disproportion- 
ment growth in California's 
government during the past 
three decades. Today’s dollar 
hardly resembles the dollar of 
1930. 
MAIN REASON 
But the principal reason for 
the growth is that people to­ 
day demand more from their 
government, and the state is 
giving it to them. 
In addition to a vast freeway 
system, California has begun 
these services in the last 30 
years: 
Unemployment insurance, al­ 
coholic beverage control, var­ 
ious forms of recreation facili­ 
ties. disaster assistance, fair 
employment practices enforce­ 
ment, licensing of various bus­ 
inesses and professions, assist­ 
ance to children and the aged, 
smog control—and others.

'P'wo San Francisco men, sus­ 
pected of committing 31 pillow­ 
case burglaries in Marin Coun­ 
ty, pleaded innocent to seven 
counts of burglary in Marin 
County Superior Court yester­ 
day. 
The two, Ben Harrison Wad- 
ington. 42, and Lloyd Frederick 
Wendelbo, 44, both ex-convicts, 
are being held in lieu of $10,- 
500 bail. 
They are charged with seven
